pedoing of the Cunard liner Lusitania 
at Baltimore, a small seaport on the 
southern Irish coast, was 
increased 
this morning to ten. Two other bod- 
ies have been brought ashore 
near 
Baltimore. Of the 
bodies at Balti- 
more, six are men and four women. 
The Cunard Line today dispatched a 
tug to Baltimore to brir.g all bodies 
to Queenstown. Relatives of surviv- 
ors who plann-ed to leave today, are 
rjoing to remain over in hope of mak- 
ing further identifications.

ported here one of the bodies at'Bal- 
timore had on it papers bearing the 
name "Harrison, Main street, Bridge- 
port, Conn."

DAMAGES RESIDENCE 


OF GEORGE M. M'KEY 


Fire Startlnp. In 
Basement- .Spreads 


to Second Story Through Walls, 


Breaking Out on1 Floors

morning when fire, nearly putted the 
home; of .George .M., McKey, 55 East 
street, resulting, in $2,000 
to $2,500 
damage. Starting from the basement, 
tfceflames<'spread between the walls 
to the first floor and up to the second 
through a narrcw pipe hole, where it 
spread or "mushroomed" between the 
ceiling and floor, breaking out in sev- 
eral places, destroying the walls and 
damaging the beautiful furniture to 
a large extent. 


It was a few minutes past five this 
mornine when 
Mr. McKey started 
down the.stairs and discovered smoke 
pouring, from the' register in the hall- 
way 
-On- going into the dining room, 


ne discovered the fire bursting from 
the corner of the room near the fur- 
nace pipe. 
The house'rapidly filled 
with smoko and when the fire depart- 
ment arrived in response to a 'phone 
call the thick 
smoke prevented 'en- 
trance to the rooms, 'and for a time 
kept th-p firemen . from- 
finding 
the 
heart of the fire. 


Two leads of hose were laid for 
emergency use. 
On seeing the- seri- 
ousness of the fire, Chief H; C. Klein 
ordered an alarm 
he s-ent 
in 
from 
box thirty-four 
which 
called 
extra 


help. Once able to enter the house, 
the firemen' tore up holes in the floor 
and cut- places in ths 
walls, where 
they checked the blaze w.ith the usfi 
of chemicals'and hand'numns. What 
stopped the fire more than the use of 
water, was the 
"headers" or 
cross 
nieces of 
timber built 
between the 
foundation' boards 
-in the: walls, 
as 


these prevented the blaze from com- 
municating -to the spaces above. 


On' the first floor the floor in the 
large halhvny was damaged heavily 
as the fire destroyed 
the'ma.i'or part 


of the. joists aiid . cross .beams. 
In 
the dining room the walls were burn- 
ed between the partitions. With ten 
minutes' more -start, the house would 
have been a complete 
loss, Judeing 


from the .manner In which the blaze 
spread on the 
second 
floor. 
Three 
rooms here suffered and the 
house- 


hold goods were damaged by smoke. 
It • is supposed the fire started in 
the basement 
from a snark of live 
coal clropned into HIP kindling, which 
was piled ir. a small room adjacent 
to the furnace. 
The caretaker of the 
furnace had just finished building-up 
the furnace fire and had left thp resi- 
dence when the flames were discov- 
ered on the first floor. From 
the 


kindling thp flames went to the floor 
above and by means of the hole for 
the furnace pipe, snread rapidly. 
The members of the 
family 
were 
given warning and left the home with- 
out fully dressing, the danger bsing 
very threatening. Some of the furni- 
ture was removed by the fire depart- 
ment. 
The fire came 
lust after the 
residence had been re-decorated and 
furnished. 
The McKey home is one of the old- 
est in the 
citv, beine 
built in 
the 


early fifties. 
H has been remodeled 
extensively and made modern in every 
respect. 
The burning 
of the 
walls 


exoosed a relic of the early days, in a 
hell cord that ran between the walls 
to the second floor. 
The loss is fully covered by insur- 


ance.
